HOWARD CUP WINNERS 


Following the trend of the past few seasons, the 2007 Football Spartans took to the 
field short on numbers and experience, but long on determination and enthusiasm. For 
half of the 23-man roster, this would be the first exposure to organized contact football. 

The 2007 season featured an eight-game exhibition schedule including for the first 
time home-and-home fixtures against a new team from New Hampshire, the Mount 
Washington Wolves, as well as a game against Ridley College. 

Over the first half of the season, the team showed promise, improving from week to 
week, and playing some very inspired football. However, following the Thanksgiving 
Break, the Spartans lost much of their momentum, losing their final four games and 
completing the season with a disappointing 1-and-7 record. 

Without a doubt, the team displayed its very best football in the three home games 
played at Philip Field, including two hard-fought, physically punishing 2-point losses to 
Mount Washington and Lac Megantic. The season highlight also occurred on home turf. 
In front of an enthusiastic Homecoming crowd, the Spartans played their best 60 
minutes of football, soundly defeating arch rivals BCS 34-0. The convincing win all but 
assured Stanstead victory in the two-game total-points season series between the two 
schools and led to the Spartans recapture of the coveted C.B. Howard Cup following a 
two-year hiatus. 

The season finale featured a weekend road trip to St. Catharines in the Niagara 
region of Ontario. The trip included attendance at a CFL game in Hamilton as well as a 
visit to Niagara Falls. In spite of a season-ending loss to a talented Ridley College team, 
the boys played a spirited second half, refusing to give up. 

I would like to commend all 23 members of this years team for their sportsmanship, 
hard work and dedication.

The 2007 fall season will be one to remember. With a solid collection of 
returning players and an infusion of talented new boys, the Spartans assembled 
a season unmatched by any other Red and White contingent in recent memory, 
and one all team members will recall with pride.

The CAIS tournament at St. Andrew's College in Aurora, Ontario was a 
disappointing underachievement. Despite two significant injuries in the first eight 
minutes to two players who played the same position, the Spartans dropped a 
couple of games where they really should have been victorious. These setbacks 
placed the team in the Silver Division where the Spartans eventually finished in 


tenth place out of 24 teams. Given the previously high standard set by the boys 
no one was happy with the weekend results. 

With this disappointment behind them the boys regrouped and vowed to make 
the remainder of the season memorable. With five league games and playoffs to 
face, the Spartans solidified a strong combination of starting players and a 
substitution rotation that eventually proved too much for their opposition. Game 
by game, the quality of their play improved as did their willingness to work hard in 
support of one another solid indicators of team performance. The Spartans 
finished the regular season in first place with a perfect 9-0 record for 27 points 
and the ETIAC banner. Playoff Saturday was a day to remember in itself, with the 
semi-finals and finals played in torrential downpours. However, in no way would 
these conditions distract the team from accomplishing what no other Stanstead 
senior boys soccer team has accomplished, at least in recent memory -- an 
undefeated season and winning both league banner and playoff trophy. In the 
semi-finals the boys played very well, dismantling the Massey-Vanier Vikings 4-1 
and then defeating the Galt Pipers 2-0 in the final to win the trophy.

When the season started, I had high expectations. We 
had experience in key positions, and everywhere else we 
had eager, coachable players from last years junior team. I 
felt we would be a difficult team to beat, with a strong inside- 
outside game. 

Little did I realize what the upcoming year had in store! 
After an unremarkable 3-2 start, we turned a corner in late 
November and began beating every team in sight. We 
recorded victories over MVR, Galt and BCS in league play. 
We went undefeated at the Montreal Independent Schools 
Tournament to take home the title for only the second time 
in Stansteads history. Then we repeated that feat a week 
later at the BCS Invitational, again earning the championship 
for only the second time ever. 

At this point the Spartans were rolling, with an impressive 
13-2 record, but the best was yet to come. We clinched the 
ETIAC regular season banner in our next league game, 
making it four league championships in the past eight years. 
We followed that up with perhaps the most memorable 
weekend of my coaching career: the Bailly Small Schools 
Tournament. In what amounted to a semi-final vs BCS, in 
their home gym no less, we magically hit a buzzer-beater 
three-pointer to send the game into overtime, where we 
ultimately won in double overtime! Just like a cliche Disney 
movie! And then, to add even more drama, we fell behind 
25-11 to Quebec High the next day in the finals before 
staging a remarkable comeback, eventually winning by 7 
and hoisting the tournament plaque for only the third time in 
the 35-year history of the Bailly! 

Wow! But we had little time to savour this miraculous 
weekend, as four days later we travelled to the South Shore 
to represent ETIAC in the McLeod Provincials as the #2- 
seed. When all was said and done we ended up matching 
our best ever McLeod result when we earned the finalist 
banner, losing our only game to powerhouse Centennial 
Regional in the finals. 

There was one last brass ring to grab: the ETIAC Playoff 
Championship. And somehow, in one last exciting, 
exhausting, back-and-forth dogfight with Galt, we prevailed 
58-46 to bring the playoff trophy back to Stanstead College 
for only the third time. 

Plainly stated, 2007-08 represents the most successful 
year ever for Spartan basketball, outdoing even the Megan 
Lill-led 2002 season, which I never thought I would see 
happen.. This special group of players, under the leadership 
of captains Andrea Dumas and Necola Guerrina, won an 
astonishing 25 games out of 29, many of them dramatically 
in the do-or-die fourth quarter, when things are really on the 
line, when true champions emerge. 

A final note to the players. Seasons like this don't come 
around too often, when your effort is always rewarded with 
results, when the basketball gods smile upon you, when 
somebody steps up every time to make the big play, when 
bounces and calls go your way, when that desperate last- 
minute foul-every-time-and-hope-for-a-miracle strategy 
actually gets you that miracle.
